Hot-button issues in the 
Niagara Falls and Fort Erie 
riding have been simmering 
in the Ontario legislature this 
past week and the governing 
Liberals are on the receiving 
end of attacks from their 
adversaries. 

Since 10-year Liberal rep¬ 
resentative Kim Craitor 
resigned in late September, 
the party leaders have been 
to the riding — Progressive 
Conservative Tim Hudak 
and New Democrat Andrea 
Horwath multiple times - as 
they try and win what is likely 
to be a tightly-contested bye¬ 
lection within four months.

Andrea Stewart will be 
remembered by those that 
knew her best as kind, cre¬ 
ative and fun. 

"She loved reading, she 
loved jewelry and she loved 
watching her CSIs and 
Criminal Minds," long-time 
friend Kaye Wagner- 
Dekoning said. 

Her loved ones were left 
“stone shocked” when 
Stewart, 56, was killed 
Friday morning when a 
large tree fell on the car she 
was driving on Fielden Ave. 
in Port Colborne, Wagner- 
Dekoning said. 


Environment Canada 
reported Port Colborne 
recorded the strongest 
wind gusts in the province 
Friday with gusts of up to 
106 km/h. Port Colborne 
Fire and Emergency 
Services responded to the 
call for a tree that fell on 
the car Stewart was driving 
shortly after 11 a.m. Stewart 
was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

Family and friends were 
left in disbelief about the 
tragic accident. 

"Andrea had lived in Port 
Colborne a long time. She 
lived right next door to me,” 
Wagner-Dekoning said of 
Stewart. 


Stewart, originally from 
the Fort Erie area, has lived 
in Port Colborne for “many 
years” and became part of a 
close-knit group of neigh¬ 
bours on Omer Ave. 

Although Stewart never 
married and didn’t have 
children, Wagner- 
Dekoning said her friend 
cherished her family and 
would spend as much time 
with them as she could. 
Wagner-Dekoning said 
Stewart’s family lived out- 
of-town. 

“She has a brother, two 
sisters and two nieces she 
loved very much,” she said. 

“We became friends and 
have been for a long time ... 


we often hung out togeth¬ 
er,” Wagner-Dekoning 

She described Stewart as 
someone who preferred 
spending time with several 
close friends and family. 

“She always liked to have 
fun and she usually stayed 
in our little circle of 
friends." 

“Andrea had always spent 
many afternoons sitting on 
my front porch. My front 
porch is where we would 
congregate and chat,” 
Wagner-Dekoning said. 

Stewart loved living in 
Port Colborne because of 
her neighbours living near¬ 
by, she said. 


“She didn't venture too 
far outside of our circle. 
She felt comfortable with 
us. She’d visit her family 
quite a bit, but she was 
content to stay home." 

At Frank's Home Building 
Centre in Port Colborne, 
where Stewart had worked 
for 26 years, owner Frank 
Danch was left in shock. 

“Andrea worked as a 
bookkeeper for me for 15 
years, and even longer for 
my father before that,” said 
Danch, who learned of 
Stewart’s death Friday 
afternoon. 

"She’s the kind of person 
who wouldn’t hurt a fly,” he

The NDP are blasting the

Hudak sent an open let¬ 
ter to Liberal Premier 
Kathleen Wynne, bemoan¬ 
ing the government’s deci¬ 
sion to close the slots at the 
track. He said the govern¬ 
ment should restore the 
slots, form a public-private 
partnership to run them 
and share the revenue 

Hudak sent an open let¬ 
ter to Horwath, criticizing 
her for “continuing to prop 
up the Wynne government. 

"I'm tired of the NDP 
hypocrisy where they criti¬ 
cize the Liberals in the 
morning and then happily 
prop them up in the after¬ 
noon," he said in an inter- 

Hudak has called on the 
NDP to support a PC 
motion to bring down the 
minority Liberals. 

“The theatrics are quite 
amusing,” Mark Cripps, a 
Wynne spokesman, said of 
the NDP and PC criticism. 

He said the government 
is providing $400 million 
over five years to the horse¬ 
racing industry. The prov¬ 
ince would like Fort Erie to 
host a few select races simi¬ 
lar to Churchill Downs in 
the U.S. rather than a full 
schedule. The government 
hopes Fort Erie track offi¬ 
cials can develop a busi¬ 
ness plan that “meets the 
criteria" of the govern¬ 
ment’s plan. 

“For the vast majority of 
the Fort Erie Race Track’s 
existence, it ran as a festival 
meet," Cripps said. 

Hudak is also hammer¬ 
ing the Liberals for not act¬ 
ing on a year-old recom¬ 
mendation by provincially 
appointed Niagara Health 
System supervisor Kevin 
Smith to build a new hospi¬ 
tal near the QEW and Lyons 
Creek Rd. The hospital 
would replace aging sites in 


Niagara Falls, Fort Erie, 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
Welland and Port 
Colborne. 

"Your own adviser, Dr. 
Kevin Smith, has said you’ll 
actually save money here,” 
Hudak said in the legisla¬ 
ture. 

Liberal Health Minister 
Deb Matthews said her 
ministry is reviewing a hos¬ 
pital proposal submitted by 
the NHS. 

"While we have been 
consistent in our commit¬ 
ment to health care in 
Niagara, the same can’t be 
said for Mr. Hudak, whose 
remarkable change of atti¬ 
tude can be explained only 
as byelection posturing,” 
Matthews said in an 


“It wasn’t very long ago 
that Mr. Hudak said he 
would not support a new 
hospital project in his own 
riding until the economic 
situation improves.” 

Hudak said it’s the 
Liberals that have a record 
of flip flopping during bye¬ 
lections and that he has 
supported a new hospital 
since it was proposed. 

“If (a byelection is) what 
it takes to get a new hospi¬ 
tal built in south Niagara, 
I’m not going to apologize 
for it, I’ll keep the pressure 
up, same with the race¬ 
track,” he said. “I’m the 
only leader that’s actually 
stood behind a new hospi¬ 
tal for south Niagara."

The Pomegranate 
Restaurant at Fort Erie 
Secondary School was once 
the town’s best-kept secret. 

In seven years, students 
and program developers 
have built the restaurant to 
a fine-dining experience 
that is booked solid until 
the end of December. 

“Every year we bring the 
restaurant a level higher 
and build on the experi¬ 
ence and knowledge of the 
students,” said Afshin 
Keyvani, hospitality and 
culinary teacher at FESS. 

Their focus this year was 
to support local farmers, 
use organic foods, teach 
students to grow their own 

Debbie and John 
Sexsmith have worked 
closely with the school both 
at their farm on Dominion 
Rd. and at the high school’s 
greenhouse. 

Ryan Timbers, educa¬ 
tional assistant with the 
special needs program, 
said his students are grow¬ 
ing various herbs and pro¬ 
duce items in the school’s 
greenhouse as well. 

"It’s a vocational training 
program for them. It starts 
in the classroom and then 
moves into the greenhouse 
- it’s hands on," he said. 

The High Skills Major: 
Hospitality and Tourism 
program at FESS is more 
than learning simple cook¬ 


ing techniques, it teaches 
students what it takes to 
run a restaurant. 

This is the only program 
of its kind in Canada. 

With the focus shifting to 
nutrition and the push to 
provide organic foods with 
no pesticides on plants, the 
partnership with Sexsmith 
Farms and the Fort Erie 
Horticultural Society are 
important to teach students 
the importance of food and 
what is going into the foods 
they’re preparing. In addi¬ 
tion to letting FESS stu¬ 
dents use a parcel of land at 
Sexsmith Farms, the farm 
has also been helping stu¬ 
dents with hands on work 
and growing tips. 

The school was fortunate 
enough to land a $500 grant 
from the town, which 
allowed them to install a 
water system in half of their 
greenhouse. 

“It allows us to grow 
some plants that we weren't 
able to grow in the past,” 
said Timbers. 

“No one else has this in 
Canada, Fort Erie is the 
only high school. We have a 
good crew and great part¬ 
nerships. Since Keyvani 
came on board to make 
necessary changes we've 
seen a huge turnaround. 
There’s a push on nutrition 
and it’s been very success¬ 
ful." 

The Pomegranate 
Restaurant has its faithful 
returning customers such 
as the Lions Club and The

Red Hat Society. 

Like any restaurant they 
are judged on their food. 
Guests are treated to meals 
prepared and served by 
students in an atmosphere 
of fine dining. 

Every meal is a four- 
course meal. 

With a menu that ranges 
from chicken to pork, soup 
or salad, vegetable or starch 
and a dessert, the price of 


$16 is the right price. 

“If you have a reserv 
and you call ahead we will 
accommodate anyone who 
has a food allergy, vegetar¬ 
ians or vegans,” said 
Keyvani. "That’s something 
not a lot of people know.” 

Many of the students 
from this program go on to 
take culinary courses at a 
higher level. 

“We have students who 


have went on to become 
great chefs. Niagara College 
has told us that they can 
always pick out the stu¬ 
dents who have graduated 
from FESS based on their 
level of skill when they get 
to the college level.”

Man fined 
after lying 
about 
bringing 
gun into 
Canada

An Arkansas man was 
fined $2,500 Monday for 
lying about carrying a gun 
into Canada when he tried 
to cross the border into Fort 
Erie. 

Jermaine Oliver, 29, drove 
to the St. Catharines court¬ 
house from Arkansas 
Monday to plead guilty to 
making a false statement to 
a customs officer. 

“It’s not very often some¬ 
one makes a 17-hour drive 
to make a plea of guilty,” 
said lawyer George Walker. 
"It's important to my client 
it’s dealt with.” 

Federal prosecutor Peter 
Wenglowski said Oliver 
entered Canada at the Peace 
Bridge in Fort Erie on May 4 
and told customs officers he 
didn’t have any firearms. 
During a secondary inspec¬ 
tion, officers discovered an 
unloaded pistol in the com¬ 
partment of the driver’s side 
door. A magazine contain¬ 
ing bullets was found in the 
dashboard. 

Wenglowski argued for 
jail time, saying a monetary 
penalty is akin to a licencing 
fee to lie to customers offi- 

But Walker said it was “an 
honest mistake” and Oliver 
has never had any issues 
with the law. 

He said Oliver has a fear 
of losing his career because 
he’s licenced as a technician 
for nuclear power plants in 
the U.S. and needs to be re¬ 
certified. 

Judge Peter Wilkie said he 
didn’t believe Oliver forgot 
the gun was there. But file 
fact Oliver has to fight for his 
job is a huge penalty that 
should act as a deterrent for

Niagara police have a 
simple message for shop¬ 
pers, with the holiday sea¬ 
son approaching — lock 
your car, take your keys and 
hide your valuables. 

"The bad guys know you 
are not going to be back for 
a few hours,” said Niagara 
Regional Police Chief Jeff 
McGuire. “It's not just leav¬ 
ing the cars unlocked. It’s 
leaving things visible. 
People walk through park¬ 
ing lots. They look through 
windows. They are not going 
to break into a car until they 
look in and see something 
they want. 

"A person that’s desperate 
enough might just want a 
cup-holder full of loonies. 
That's enough. Take it out of 
view. Prevent the opportu¬ 
nity. Prevent the crime. It 
saves us resources and it 
saves you aggravation.” 

Police officers were at the 
Pen Centre Monday rein¬ 
forcing the Lock or Lose It 


campaign, part of Crime 
Prevention Week. 

In addition to a display in 
the mall that included a new 
rebranded police cruiser, 
McGuire and a team of offi¬ 
cers canvassed the parking 
lot looking for unlocked 
vehicles and valuables left 
in plain sight. 

"We did see things in a 
number of cars, for instance 
a laptop on the backseat of a 
car," he said. "We saw a 
number of GPSs hanging 
from windshields. We saw 
piles of coins. Take a look at 
your car before you get 

After police checked vehi¬ 
cles Monday, small notices 
were placed on the wind¬ 
shield or the door offering 
tips for drivers to protect 
their vehicle against theft. 

“You hear car alarms 
going off,” McGuire said. 
"Society is immune to them 
now, unless they are keep¬ 
ing you awake. Don’t rely on 
your alarm to help. If it's not 
locked up in the trunk, you 
take the risk of losing it.”

Searching for letters from the front

There’s nothing 
unique about a letter 
from a soldier sta¬ 
tioned abroad during 
wartime. And yet 
everything’s unique 
about a letter from a 
soldier abroad. 

That’s why it was so 
intriguing when a 


70-year-old piece of 
history dropped into 
our hands a few weeks 
ago. A 1943 letter writ¬ 
ten by Wally Cornelius, 
from Niagara Falls, is 
just one of millions of 
letters that were writ¬ 
ten by soldiers, sailors 
and airmen during the 
Second World War. A 
curator at a military 
museum said he’s sit¬ 
ting on “a metric 
tonne" of them. 

But when Stoney 
Creek man Ron Harrod 
brought it to us, it was 
impossible not to be 
in awe of the circum¬ 
stances in which it 
was written, marvel at 
what he was doing as 


a part of an air force 
flight crew, and 
chuckle at his lament 
he only had three 
dates in 1942. 

Harrod found the 
letter among the pos¬ 
sessions of his own 
late parents, the recip¬ 
ients of the letter. 
Across Canada and 
around the world, 
there must be millions 
of similar letters-- in 
countless languages 
with innumerable 
postmarks--tucked 
away in drawers, clos¬ 
ets and shoeboxes. 

We’re using this 
particular letter as a 
starting point to find 
out anything we can 


about Mr. Cornelius. 
On Remembrance 
Day, we’ll publish the 
results of that search. 

After all, there will 
soon be a day when 
there are no more vet¬ 
erans of the Second 
World War, which 
ended 68 years ago. 
Letters like this will 
be the only tangible 
connection to the men 
and women whose 
sacrifices shaped our 

On Remembrance 
Day, those of us who 
have never known the 
scourge of war, are 
encouraged to honour 
the sacrifices of those 
who fought. How can 


we remember them if 
we don’t even know 
who they are. We’d 
like to know more 
about Mr. Cornelius 
and his comrades. 
Hopefully a two-page 
letter Mr. Cornelius 
wrote from a sand- 
filled tent somewhere 
in Africa 70 years ago 
isn’t the only thing 
we’ll have to remem¬ 
ber him by. 

We’d also invite 
readers to share any 
similar letters they 
have with us. We’ll 
scan them and make 
digital copies of the 
letters. They’ll be dis¬ 
played on our web-

The Christmas music is playing on 
radio stations and inside certain stores, 
but some downtown Ridgeway busi¬ 
nesses are showing their holiday spirit a 
bit differently by staying open later. 

Beginning this Thursday, eight shops 
on Ridge Rd. will stay open two hours 
later in an attempt to attract more shop¬ 
pers to stay in town. 

Vivianne Cooney, owner of 
Downtown Dollar and Discount and a 
Ridgeway Business Improvement Area 
board member, said normally shops

"We're never open at night The phar¬ 
macies are, but the stores aren’t,” she 
said.

The provincial government has 
shot down a request by the Ontario 
Convenience Stores Association to 
allow the sale of alcohol in comer 

“The government is not enter¬ 
taining that idea at all,” St. 
Catharines MPP Jim Bradley said. 
"There’s a feeling Ontarians are 
well served by the current model of 
sale of alcohol.” 

The convenience store associa¬ 
tion, which includes Avondale, 7-11 
and Mac’s as well as Petro-Canada 
and Canadian Tire, wants the law 
changed so its stores can sell local 
wines and craft beers. 

Bradley cited a concern about 
the sale of booze to minors if the 
liquor laws were to be changed to 
allow sales in corner stores, a con¬ 
cern echoed by Welland NDP MPP 
Cindy Forster. 

“We think it’s harder to enforce 
the drinking age limit. So if you had 
it in every corner store, who’s going 
to do that enforcement? Who’s 
going to do the training of those 
employees?” she said. 

St. CatharinesridingConservative 
candidate Mathew Siscoe said if 
convenience stores can be trusted 
to sell tobacco products, they can 
be trusted to sell alcohol. 

Larry Stewart, president of 
Avondale Stores, which has LCBO 
agencies at its stores in Vineland 
and Wainfleet, said his employees 
use due diligence when selling 
alcohol. 

"We’ve had them both open for 
10 years,” he said of the Vineland 
and Wainfleet agencies, “and we’ve 
never had any issues at all with cus¬ 
tomers, and all our staff check IDs 
on a regular basis. They’re all 
trained, they all do the Smart Serve 
program.” 

Completion of the Smart Serve 
Responsible Alcohol Service 
Training Program is required train¬ 
ing to serve alcohol In Ontario. 

While OK with LCBO agencies at 
certain corner stores, Roger Vail 
said he is not in favour of booze 
being available at all comer stores. 

“I think we should be really look¬ 
ing at a restrictive control... just to 
make sure that we have the right 
people in the community handing 
out product to the young people,” 
the Vineland resident said inside 
the Vineland Avondale. 

Outside the Avondale at the cor¬ 
ner of Louth St. and St. Paul St. West 
in St. Catharines, non-drinker Fred 
Waterer said he is not in favour of 
the expansion of booze sales. 

“It would be too easy for kids to 
get it,” he said.

It’s that 
statistic that makes the 
presence of an Automated 
External Defibrillator so 
important. 

The Fort Erie 
Conservation Club received 
an AED donation from the 
Niagara EMS Pedal Angels 
recentiy. 

Tim Jakob, of Heart 
Niagara, was at the 


Stevensville Club Thursday 
to teach members lifesav¬ 
ing skills. 

“Currendy there are 400 
AEDs throughout the 
Niagara region. They’re so 
important in the event of 
cardiac arrest,” he said. 

Don Haynes from the 
Conservation Club said that 
they host about 100 events 
annually, and they have a 
mature base member list at 
the club. 

“We’re really glad to have 
it. It’s one of those things 
that you hope you never 
need to use, but you're glad 
it’s there,” he said.

THE AU VACCINE 


It is time to start thinking about getting the Flu vaccine. There will be flu shot clinics offered in the local area in the upcoming 
weeks that anyone can go to. Often these clinics are underutilized. There is still a great deal of misunderstanding about the 
flu vaccine and who should be Immunized, 

Each year an average of 20,000 people are hospitalized, and between 2,000 and 8,000 Canadians can die of influenza and 
its complications. Those most likely to suffer complications of the flu are the most vulnerable; children under two and adults 
over 65. The seasonal influenza vaccine is safe and effective and can benefit people of all ages. The flu shot onkr provides 
protection up IB 12 months; immunization is required each year. This year’s flu shot protects against the HI N1 fu virus as 
well as two other strains of flu. October to mid-November is the best bme for immunization, but the vaccine may still be given 
in winter months. 

Who should get immunized? The following is a list from the recommended guidelines.

While Niagara’s call centre 
industry took a big blow this 
week, it’s important to put it 
in perspective. 

Though many workers 
depend on these jobs, they're 
not among the area’s major 
employment sectors, says a 
c develop¬ 


ment official. 

“Some of them are very 
good, others are more entry 
level,” said Diane Simsovic, 
Niagara Region’s director of 
economic development. 
“But every job is important 
to the people who hold them. 
So the loss of these jobs is 
obviously going to be very 
important to them and their 


This, after Monday’s 
announcement that 
Transcom call centre in the 
city’s downtown will close, 
with about 260 employees 
set to lose their jobs early 
next year. 

Simsovic said the centers 
currently employ roughly 
4,500 positions in about 15 
sites — this, in a region that 
has more than 200,000 work-

Call centers have also 
opened with a splash, includ¬ 
ing a Canadian Tire Financial 
Services site in St. Catharines 
in 2005. 

Brian York, economic 
development manager for 
the City of St. Catharines, 
also stresses Transcom’s 
move to close its King St. site 
is an economic one, and not 
related to the local econo- 

"It’s not a reflection of the 
downtown, it’s a business 
decision," York said. “We 
continue to aggressively 
market opportunities in St. 
Catharines to call centers as 
a viable opportunity to do 
business. 

“We have a couple of solid 
leads right now," he added. 
"And we work collaboratively 
with the province to do this.” 

One call centre in St. 
Catharines says its growing 
like gangbusters, and is 
encouraging any laid off 
Transcom workers to apply 
for new jobs there. 

“We’re hiring immediately 
and have a need for up to 40 
people,” saidSoniaVendittelli 
of OneTouch Direct on Louth 
SL, which has been in the 
city for at least 11 years. It has 
just under 180 employees. 

“Into the new year, we’ll 
have a need for even more 
people (about30-50) as well,” 
Vendittelli said. 

"It would be nice for peo¬ 
ple told Monday they’d be 
losing their jobs that there's 
the potential for a new job 
right around the comer.”

> Niagara one of 
best places in 
province to 
treat stroke victims

More than 1,500 Niagara 
residents will suffer a stroke 
this year, but only half of 
them will call 9-1-1. 

And for the ones who 
don’t make the call, the 
consequences can be life¬ 
changing or even deadly. 

But if you do make the 
call, Niagara is one of the 
best places in the province 
to suffer a stroke, said Susan 
Kwolek, Niagara Health 
System vice-president of 
patient services, because of 
the Region's top marks in 
getting patients to hospital 
where they can get the clot- 
busting medication known 
as t-PA. 

“We would really like 
100% of patients who expe¬ 
rience the signs and symp¬ 
toms of stroke to call 9-1-1 
and get the proper treat¬ 
ment,” Kwolek said. “People 
can be frightened or think 
that it will be faster if they 
come with a loved one in a 
car. But paramedics can 

ment right away.” 

The Greater Niagara 
General site serves as the 
NHS regional stroke centre, 
and Niagara has the best 
“door-to-needle" time in 
the province, said Leanne 
Hammond, stroke centre 
co-ordinator, in a prepared 
statement in honour of 
World Stroke Day, Oct. 29. 
The provincial benchmark 
is 60 minutes, but the 
Niagara average of door to 
needle time is 32 minutes, 
Hammond said. 


Stroke patients who get 
care at a designated stroke 
centre are more likely to be 
alive, independent and liv¬ 
ing at home one year after 
suffering a stroke, 
Hammond said. 

“But there is a limited 
amount of time from the 
onset of symptoms to when 
our stroke specialists can 
inject t-PA," she said. “That 
is why people should not 
wait to see if they will feel 


better, or drive themselves 
to the hospital.” 

Kwolek said the longer 
the wait for treatment of 
stroke, the more loss of 
brain cells will occur, which 
results in loss of motor 
function, speech, or memo¬ 
ry. In the worst case, a 
stroke can be fatal. 

“It’s better to err on the 
side of caution and have it 
proven wrong,” Kwolek said, 
“than to not come in.

“Like us, our visitors want 
to ensure those animals and 
mammals they love are well 
cared for and we are confi¬ 
dent the establishment of 
transparent standards of 
care will provide that assur¬ 
ance and in the process 
ensure the long-term and 
ongoing success of 
Marineland.” 

Meilleur said the govern¬ 
ment is seeking technical 
advice from the scientific 
community regarding stan¬ 
dards of care. 

Marineland said it will be 
pleased to “share its knowl¬ 
edge and experience with 
the scientific reviewer.” 

OSPCA agents made four 
surprise inspections 
Marineland in 2012 after 
allegations of animal abuse 
and neglect were made by 
former employees and ani¬ 
mal activists. 

The agency issued six 


orders to Marineland in 
December 2012. The orders 
— repair back-stage light¬ 
ing, examine a marine mam¬ 
mal’s eyes, make elk shelter 
bigger, make red deer enclo¬ 
sure bigger and stop bears 
from reproducing — were 
complied with and subse¬ 
quently revoked. 

Meanwhile, the new 
OSPCA funding will 
strengthen the enforcement 
of animal welfare laws in 
under-served areas and cre¬ 
ate a squad of investigators 
who will crack down on 
puppy and kitten mills. 

"This announcement 
begins a new era for animal 
protection in Ontario,” said 
OSPCA chairman Rob 
Godfrey. 

Jay Desroches, manager 
of the Niagara Falls Humane 
Society said: “Any dedicated 
funding and resources 
directed towards the welfare 
of all animals in Ontario is a 
progressive step forward,” 

There are more than 60 
zoos and aquariums in 
Ontario.
